1 . An examinees Amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 C.F.R. 1.312.

2. In the claims: please cancel claims 8-22 and 27-56 and 58-60. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest individually or in combination an authentication 
method involving content distribution and content reproduction. The method requires that users 
be pre-registered and store biometric features in the system, such that when a user requests a 
content distribution, authentication can be made by comparing the user's pre-registered biometric 
features (i.e., a second information) to measured biometric features (i.e., a first information). At 
the stage of content reproduction, the user is authenticated again by comparing the previously 
measured biometric features (i.e., the first information) to another measured biometric features 
(i.e., a third information). 
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Note that the second comparison is NOT performed between measured biometric features 
and the pre-registered biometric features. By this way, the system imposes a requirement that the 
same person be authenticated for both content distribution and content reproduction. 

Claims 1 and 57 are different from claims 5 and 61 in that the information compared in 
claims 5 and 61 is derived from (or associated with) the measured biometric feature, rather than 
directly comparing the measured biometric features. Information regarding interpretation of 
claim l's limitations can be traced back to Applicant's remarks filed on 7/25/2006 and 
2/21/2006.
